Like the little 
city of Euclid, 0„ which carried 
its 
zoning law up to the United 
States | 
Supreme Court and proved that cities, 
do possess this right when tribunals j 
like the 
Missouri 
Supreme 
Court, 
were saying they do not, Salem is not 
to be intimidated. 
Some years ago the electric utility 
at Salem was asked to reduce rates, 
which the people of Salem considered 
excessive. 
It refused. 
Like all 
the 
utilities which have franc ises, it had 
behind it a dictum from 
the United 
States Supreme Court which gave it 
the right to make a fair earning up­ 
on approximately what it would c jst 
to reproduce the property plu< going 
value and the usual stuffing i 'r util • 
ity valuations. There was no way ir 
which Salem could compel a rate re­ 
duction so long as the company en­ 
joyed a monopoly. The Missouri Put- 
lic Service Commission, bound by de­ 
cisions of the United States Supreme 
Court, could do nothing for Salem. 
Salem knew this, and she therefore 
set to work to build an electric plant 
of her own. That plant is now in op­ 
eration. 
When the municipal plant entered 
the field, Missouri General 
Utilities 
Co.. owning the private plant, sought 
to drive the municipal utility out of 
the field by proposing a rate reduc­ 
tion. 
Salem resisted this 
proposal 
before the Public Service Commission, 


charging that the 
reduction would 
not bo made in good faith. Mean­ 
while, something dreadful happened 
to the Missouri General Utilities Co. 
Its franchise expired. 
When a utili­ 
ty franchise expires the people who 
live in a city, whether it is a big city 
or a little city, recapture it for them­ 
selves. 
They become the owners of 
the town, its rulers and its court of 
last resort. So it was with the peo­ 
ple of Salem. They answered the at­ 
tempt to drive the municipal 
light 
plant out of business by ordering the 
Missouri General Utilities Co. to get 
out of Salem. The company resisted 
this order, but last week 
it decided 
that the jig was 
up. 
It 
therefore 
abandoned its fight in 
the 
courts 
against ouster, and it likely will sell 
some of its equipment to the muni­ 
cipality. 
The municipal plant 
has 
taken almost all r>f the business, its 
competitor having left only 100 
of 
the 625 connections it formerly en­ 
joyed in Salem. 
Perhaps the courage of this dough­ 
ty little Missouri city will inspire the 
great city of St. Louis also to avail 
herself of home rule and defend her 
people against the utility pirates.-
